Charlottesville 



No doubt all of us, at one time or 
another, have had the urge to tiout author- 
ity to do .something risquee and out of the 
ordinary, Hut alter thinking twice, aren't 
most of us willing to bury irrational whims 
in favor of more practical action? It is 
to the less rational minority who may act 
instead upon impulse that this letter is 
addressed. 

It is these few who fall at times as- 
sume certain responsibilities as citizens of 
our college community who weaken the 
overall Oodei of conduct which govern 
Mary Washington College. "Certain re- 
sponsibilities'", for the purposes of this 
article, refer specifically to areas of con- 
duct dialing with Charlottesville. 

Siime time ago upon the request of of- 
ficials of both the University of Virginia 
ami the town of Charlottesville, Mary 
Washington College was asked to co- 
operate in establishing certain policies to 
Kpply to Ifary Washington students when 
.luting at the I'niversity. One of these 
policies now designates specific hours for 
a students* return to her hostess' home, 
policies now designates specific hours for 
(See page 2. column 1. Uullet). These 
hours were set up so that students could 
remain until the close of the fraternity 
parties and still arrive on time at the hos- 
tess house. The majority of Mary Wash- 
ington College students comply with these 
regulations when dating in 



Apparently some do not, possibly because 
some hostesses do not rigidly enforce the 
curlew. These few should be reminded that 
it is not necessarily the responsibility of 
the hostess to enforce it. Indeed, the ex- 
istance of the curfew represents a courtesy 
gesture to one's hostess as much if not 
moreso than any kind of authorization re- 
striction aimed at limiting one's social 
freedom. For this reason, would it not be 
an insult to one's social maturity to act in 
such a way that hostesses might deem it 
necessary to resort to counting heads at 
the "magic hour"? 

Are not the established hours reason- 
able? Because they exist primarily as a 
courtesy, failure to observe them is more 
an inconvenience to all concerned than it 
is a flagrant misdemeanor. It is a incon- 
venience to the hostess who does not lock 
her door until the last girl has returned. 
It is an inconvenience to the office of the 
Assistant Dean of Students of our college 
who is first notified of the girl's lateness 
and who then must notify the Judicial 
Council of Student (lovernment. Finally, it 
is an inconvenience to the Judicial Council 
which must convene in order to hear the 
case. It is clearly, then, a matter of cour- 
tesy and of consideration that the indivi- 
dual assumes her responsibility as a citizen 
of her college community and observe these 
regulations.

Across the state of Virginia 
the colleges were split in their 
mock elections about 50-50, with 



most of the state institutions 
giving President Johnson a fair 
margin over Senator Goldwater.

53.7'- of Virginia's popular vote 
and 57.4'v of the Mary Washing- 
ton popular vote. Thus, the col- 
lege vote gave the President a

campus Nixon won the majority 
of student votes, as well a* the 
state's popular votes, but the 
faculty vote favored Kennedy. 

This year's election law the 
faculty and students more al- 
ligned, both supporting the 
Democratic candidate. How- 
ever, the faculty and staff who 
participated (less than 50«r> 
voted more than 2 to 1 in favor 
of Johnson while the student 
vote was much cloier— a differ- 
ence of less than 200 out of the 
1300 student votes cast. The in- 
fluence of the faculty opinion, 
though not greatly felt in the 
actual total vote count, can ac- 
count for a certain degree of the 
discrepancy between the per- 
centage of Virginia's vote for 
Johnson and the student body's 
vote for Johnson. 

Another obvious factor in this 
difference is the number of out 
of state students on campus. 
Also significant is the fact that 
a large part of the student body 
is from the areas of Northern 
Virginia and the Peninsula, the 
two districts which went most 
heavily for the President. The 
third area of the state which is 
well represented on campus, the 
Richmond-Henrico area, support 
ed Senator Goldwater. 

The so called "sophomore 
slump" was not at all evident as 
83.1'r of the sophomore class 
urned out to vote. Together the 
sophomores and juniors balanc- 
ed the low participation of fresh- 
men and seniors, making the 
total 75' r of the enrollment. This 
high percentage of participation 
was due to the work of the 
Young Democrats and the 
Young Republicans whose ef- 
forts for the past month had 
been devoted to campaigning for 
their candidate. 

The general climate of opinion 
on campus seemed U. reflect the 
nation's opinions as did the vote. 
For the most part the enthusi- 
asm was either whole-heartedly 
for Senator Goldwater or whole- 
heartedly against Senator Gold- 
water. This race, on both levels, 
appears to have been on epit- 
omizing the cliche, "I vote lor 
the man. not the party." Thus, 
the real issues of the cam- 
paign, the real philosophies ex- 
emplified were lost in the shuf- 
fle of personalities.

Croushore Writes, Grades 
College Entrance Exams 



Since the creation of the Ed- 
ucational Testing Service in 1947, 
Mary Washington's James H, 
Croushore has participated in 
the program. Dr. Crou- 
shore, English department 
chairman, has helped both to 
write and grade examinations 
for ETS. which supplies tests 
for the College Entrance Exam- 
ination Board 

Each year Dr. Croushore at- 
tends an annual week-long com- 
mittee meeting in Princeton, 
New Jersey. During this meet- 
ing, members of the committee 
score the College Board tests 
which were administered in 
December. One of Dr. Crou- 
shore's projects in the past has 
concerned setting up methods 
t.< grade essay examinations. 
Presently, he is working on de- 



velopment of an "end of 
course" test. This examination 
would be used after the com- 
pletion of college freshman Eng- 
lish courses or for advance 
placement in English. 

ETS invited Dr. Croushore ?o 
work with them in 1947, the 
year in which he came to 
Mary Washington. ETS tests 
are built by an advisory com- 
mittee of five or six experienc- 
ed teachers. Dr Croushore de- 
scribed the test-writing proce- 
dure in six steps: 1. Plan 'he 
test. 2. Write the question, 3. 
Try the questions experimental- 
ly, 4. Assemble the tests, 5. 
Find out whether the test does 
the job it was intended to do, 
and 6. Help to interpret test 
results.
